1'cdro on the west to the M (inheres in Now 
Mexico on tho east. They hiivo as far back 
as tho memory of man hero runs, been tit 
wiir with the poopln of New Mexico, and 
their living has boon principally obtained by 
robbery. 


\yiienArizonuwnsfirst possessed by tho 


United States, for reasons best known to 
myself, Caehiso sought and evidently de- 
sired peace with our people and (joveni- 
meul, and Ibis relation existed until IHtiO. 


Mexico, and brought back herds of hor,;es 
and cattle. Occasionally stock was taken 
in Ari/.oun by his Indians at points distant 
from liis eoiudry, but it is understood that 
when complaints wero made in such ca-;es, 
he made im otl'ort to restore tho property. 


During the year 18lil) a boy was made cap- 


tive while herding stock m> the Sonoita, and 
some believed that Caehise had taken him ; 
hence Lieutenant Bnscom. w i t h :i company 
of soldiers, marched to Apuclio 1'ass, near 
his headi|uarters, and cainjied at the Over- 
laud. Mail Station. The Lieutenant told the 
station keepers that he was on his way to 
New Mexico and desired to seu ('ncl'iise, 
and induced them to go and invite him in. 


When asked by Cucliise what was wanted 


oi' him, he was informed that he desired lo 
extend the hospitalities of his tent, as he 
was on his way out of thf* country. Caehise, 
with four or five of his friends and relatives, 
came in, and when seated in liiiscom's lent 
it 
was suddenly .surrounded by .soldiers. 


Ho desired to know tho cause, and was in- 
formed thnt ho nnd his friends were prison- 
ers, anil would bo kept us such until the 
boy, 
believed to bo with his band, was 


jjiveu up. Cuchiso protested ngninst such 
treachery, and declared thiil he could not 
givo him up, as ho know nothing of him. 
Watching his opportunity, ho drew his 
knife anil cut :i liolo through the t e n t and 
escaped. 


lie immediately called hU warriors to- 


gether, and camu in force near tho station 
ami desired to have n talk. 
One of the 


station keepers went to him to hear what 
he had to say, but as he had reached Cti- 
chise's lines ho was seized and made a 
prisoner. A day or two was spent after- 
ward in endeavoring to effect au exchange 
of prisoners, Caehino oil'erhig to givo up his 
prisoner if the Lieutenant would release his 
(Cachise's) friends. 


Tho Lieutenant refused to exchange only 


man for mnn, unless Caehiso would sur- 
render the boy; 
but Caehiso 
steadily 


atUmied that ho know nothing nhnul him. 
Finally tie caiuw for u last talk, loading his 
station keeper prisoner with a i-opo around 
his nock, tied to the horn of his middle. He 
again offered to surrender him if his four 
friends were set free. Tho station keeper 
begged to have i he exchange in nil o, as his 
life would bo forfeited if it was not dono ;

and the horriblo murders and tortures thnt 
followed for tho next few days arc sickening 
lo relate; and from that tinio to tho lirst of 
last September, scarcely a week jias.sed 
without the commission of bloody deeds by 
liis band. 
The attacks of Caebisu were 


made from ambush, anil invaiiably success- 
ful. 
Sometimes he appeared to be supported 


by a largo force, and aguiii had but low fol- 
lowers. 
Ho was often reported to bo at 


dill'erent points at the w;mn: time, frequently 
reported dead, and generally bclie.ved to bo 
crippled for life,

day of the Inst April ho has been ns success- 
ful in taking l ;te and property us at any 
other period since he commenced hostili- 
ties.
